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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the amendment filed on September 22 nd 2010. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/22/10 
has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pg. 12-18, with respect to claims 1-14, 20-23 and 25- 
31 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) rejection of claims 1-14, 
20-23 and 25-31 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14, 20-23 and 25-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
1 and 20 now recite a tracking string having a plurality of distinct components including 
a second component that orders messages in the thread independent of message 
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date. Independent claim 27 is slightly different in that the plurality of components 
include a category of communication. The art teaches grouping messages by topic but 
does not teach or suggest the grouping is done via a distinct tracking component in the 
reply-to/recurrent field which is part of multiple components that make up tracking 
information. Similarly, the art teaches grouping messages by date but does not teach or 
suggest the grouping is done via a distinct tracking component in the reply-to/recurrent 
field which is part of multiple components that make up tracking information and is 
independent of message date. Independent claim 32 is similar but recites a 
cryptogrpahic hash code based on the identification of the thread of communications. 
These features, in combination with the other claim limitations render the claims novel 
and non-obvious over the art. Dependent claims 2-14, 21-23, 25-26, 28-31 and 33-37 
further define the invention and therefore are allowable based on their dependency.
